Andover precincts will vote at 
the Andover High School field 
house on Shawsheen Road.

Touch Our Town program 
Cooking up community 


Turning kids on to community 
service is getting lots of attention 
these days. 

Andover’s West Middle School 
added a community-service 
requirement to its curriculum this 
year, and Andover High also has 
one in place. 

But Free Christian Church of 
Andover has been working to get 
kids turned on to community ser- 
vice for the past four years with its 
Touch Our Town program. TOT 
gets kids as young as 2 years old 
turned on to helping out those less 
fortunate. By starting so young, the 
end result is teens eager to help out 
around the community, say sup- 
porters. 

“We've found that teenagers 
who get these concepts feel the urge 
to serve their community. It’s not 
good to wait to introduce children 
to community service,” says Cindy 
Rayner, one of the adult supervi- 
sors for Touch our Town. 

Thirty-six youngsters ranging in 
age from preschool to fifth grade 
are taking part in the program. 
They are from both Andover and 
surrounding towns. 

Each week during the school 
year, they sponsor a project that 


makes someone’s day. For exam- 
ple, the kids have visited Academy 
Manor Nursing Home in Andover 
with homemade cookies and get- 
well cards for patients. 

They also make a monthly 
lasagna for “someone who needs a 
pickup,” says Rayner. 

“Kids find someone in their own 
world, not someone picked by 
Mom,” she says. “The kids are in 
the driver’s seat and they respond 
to that.” 

They also are involved with 
“cheer-up kits” for pediatric 
patients at Lawrence General Hos- 
pital. There is also rope day, when 
the kids can be seen strolling Main 
Street connected by a rope as they 
make their way to CVS. Armed 
with index cards, they search out 
the wish list items sent by the Preg- 
nancy Care Center of Haverhill. 

The kids stock up on bibs, wipes, 
diapers and other baby items, 
which they donate to the center. 

Every Sunday there is a collec- 
tion. This year, the vast petty cash- 
collection was enough to buy a bed 
for the Lazarus House, a shelter in 
Lawrence. The kids will take a field 
trip next month to see it.

Say ‘yes’ to the 
future — twice 


Andover’s schools are crowded, and its 
safety center is crumbling. 

Fortunately, a 1999 vote assured that 
Andover will see a new safety center. But 
it will take a vote May 23 to make sure the 
town builds two new schools. 

Because the most reasonable way to 
pay for $34.4 million in schools is with a 
debt exclusion of Proposition 2 1/2, resi- 
dents should approve the second question 
on Tuesday's ballot. If they do not, the 
schools will not be built. | 

Although Town Meeting voters over- 
whelmingly supported the new schools | 
last month, it’s important that school sup- 
porters avoid complacency and vote 
again. More than five times the voters are 
expected for Tuesday’s special election | 
than attended Town Meeting.

Voters can say “no” to Question 3, 
which asks for a debt exclusion to pay for 
the sidewalks to the new schools. 

if Andover does build the two new 
schools. it will certainly build sidewalks, 


one way or another. Thus, a “no” vote | 


will simply force officials to come to 
Town Meeting next year and ask for the 
sidewalks to be funded within the regular 
budget. 

The Finance Committee has repeatedly 


said in the past that Andover should not | 


bond sidewalk work. Officials also admit 
that delaying the funding for sidewalks 
will have no effect on the timing of the 
project. So there's little reason to cast 
aside the needed restraint of Proposition 
9 1/2 for $600,000 in sidewalks.

Editor, Townsman: 

The Town Meeting voters of 
Andover overwhelming supported 
warrant Article 72. Clearly these vot- 
ers recognized the serious impacts a 
power plant would have on the air 
quality, water supply, public health 
and safety of the entire town. 

The $145,000 appropriation will be 
critical to the representation of the 
interests of Andover residents in the 
permitting/siting process of the Nickel 
Hill Energy power plant. This money 
will be disbursed by a Selectmen and 
Town Manager at the recommendation 
of town counsel. 

It is clear that there is opportunity 
to win mitigation, which would ensure 
that the plant would utilize the best 
pollution reduction technologies, if

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Trash those old TVs and computers — legally — Saturday

At a cost of about $150,000 per year — 
and with the help of a state grant — 
Andover is making making it more 
convenient for residents to recycle every- 
thing from old computers to old gallon 
milk containers. 

For the first time ever, Andover resi- 
dents can safely dispose of their electron- 
ics and mercury-containing items at no 
charge by dropping them off at the collec- 
tion site on Saturday, May 20, from 9 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. at the West Middle School on 70 
Shawsheen Road. 

Electronics (such as computers, televi- 
sion sets, VCRs, microwaves and stereos) 
and mercury-containing items (such as 
thermometers, thermostats, fluorescent 
lights and small button batteries) will be 
accepted that day. 

Improper disposal of these items can 
pose a danger to the public. Mercury 
(found in thermometers) is a toxin that 
affects the nervous system. Chronic 
breathing of mercury vapors can cause a 
wide range of physical symptoms, includ- 
ing inability to coordinate body move- 
ment, and impaired hearing, speech and 
vision, according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). 

Last month, the state prohibited cath- 
ode ray tubes (found in TV screens and 


computer monitors) from being disposed 
of at state combustion facilities and land- 
fills. As a result, many towns are institut- 
ing similar programs to make it easier 
for residents to drop off the above items 
safely. 

Andover residents will get only three 
chances this year: collections are sched- 
uled for May, June and September. 

According to Candy Dann, an Andover 
Recycling Committee member, the town 
received a state grant to pay for recycling 
of the electronics. 


Expanded recycling 

But the collection on Saturday is just 
part of a greater recycling effort under- 
way in Andover. 

Starting on Saturday, July 1, the town 
of Andover will collect plastic, alu- 
minum and corrugated cardboard, along 
with the regular recycle pickup, which is 
collected the same day as trash. Current- 
ly, residents can drop off their plastic, 
aluminum and cardboard at the West 
Middle School site once a month. 

However, many residents make it 
down to the site just a few times a year, 
said Dann, hauling big bags full of recy- 
clables out of their cars. Currently, glass 
and paper are collected every two weeks 
in front of residents’ homes. 

Why the change? “Persistent demand 


on the part of the public,’ said Dann, 
who has heard many comments from 
residents over the years asking to have 
plastic, aluminum and cardboard as part 
of the recycling pick-up. 

In 1998, Andover incinerated 70 per- 
cent of its municipal solid waste, while 30 
percent was recycled (by collection or 
drop-off site or as compost), according to 
the Andover Recycling Committee Web 
site. 

Soon, it’ll be easier on residents to 
recycle more items. Starting on the first 
of July, the following recyclables will be 
picked up at the curb: 

* paper (i.e. newspaper, junk mail, and 
paper board, such as cereal boxes); 

- glass (clear, brown and green); 

+ tin and steel cans; 

« plastic (plastic No. 1 and 2, such as 
used in milk jugs and juice containers); 

- aluminum; and 

* corrugated 
down). 

For residents’ convenience, the recy- 
cling drop-off will still continue at the 
West Middle School on the third Satur- 
day of the month. 

To prepare for the recycling pickup, 
residents can put glass, tin, steel, alu- 
minum and plastics in one bin. These 
can all be mixed together, said Dann, and 
don’t have to be separated. Paper prod-

election Question 1 how the 
town should pay for the safety center 
project that school leaders say 
they’re worried casual observers 
‘don’t know Andover must vote again 
Tuesday, May 23, for two new schools 
to be built.

But the last debt-exclusion vote in 
1994 attracted nearly 8,000 voters, 
compared to the 1,200 or so who typi- 
cally attend Town Meeting. 

So new school supporters say they 
will continue acting just as candi- 
dates do during an election. 

They'll leave pro-construction 
signs on their lawns, make phone 
calls to registered voters, and this 
Saturday spend another day standing 
on downtown street corners, holding 
signs and waving. 

Parents who support the school 
are not alone. They’ve formed a coali- 
tion with Andover’s police superior 
officers’, patrolmen’s, firefighters’ 
and teachers’ unions to push 
Andover into approving all three 
debt-exclusion questions on the May 
23 ballot. 

“Tt would have been silly for us to 
work at cross purposes,” says “yes” 
supporter Diane Costagliola. “For 
once, everybody’s on the same page. 
It’s heartening.” 

All voting wiil be done at the 
Andover High School field house, 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. For those who 
will be out of town May 23, the last 
day to apply to vote absentee will be 
Monday, May 22, at noon. 

Voters will face three questions. 


Pocketbook hit 


For the average single-family 
homeowner with a property assessed 
at $313,800, the trio of debt exclusions 
will result in an estimated tax 
increase of $32 in fiscal year 2001. By 
fiscal year 2005, when the debt is at 
its highest, the average homeowner 
will pay $249 to cover the three pro- 
jects. 

In FY ’07, the combined cost will 
be $192, and the annual cost will 
decrease each year thereafter. 


Safety center funding 


The first question will ask voters 
if they'll approve taxing above the 
Proposition 2" levy limit specifically 
to pay the $10.9 million construction 
cost of a new safety center. The safety 
center project was approved in 1999, 
and will be built regardless of the 
vote.

Three debt-exclusion votes await May 23 


But because a “no” vote will force 
the town to pay for the center out of 
the money allocated for departmental 
operating budgets, town workers and 
elected officials are concerned this 
decision could cause significant cuts 
in town services. 

However, no officials will provide 
a list of what specific cuts are likely if 
Question 1 fails. 

“The problem with us coming forth 
with what we'd do is if it doesn’t hap- 
pen, it seems a hollow threat,” says 
Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski. 

“What we would cut in the fire 
and police side would be services to 
some extent,” says future fire chief 
Chuck Murnane, who adds he cannot 
list any specific function that might 
face the ax. “Who knows? It could 
mean losing the second ambulance 
that we’ve fought so hard for. It’s a lot 
of money.” 

Officials say the first annual pay- 
ment on the safety center, of $273,000 
in fiscal year 2001, can be handled 
without cuts. But they say it appears 
budget paring will be needed in sub- 
sequent years. 

Between 2002 and 2004, the annual 
cost of the safety center project will 
be more than $1 million. Between fis- 
cal years 2005 and 2021, the yearly bill 
will be between $995,000 and $559,000. 

Although the town has an approxi- 
mately $92 million budget this year, 
Stapcezynski says the cuts would have 
to come out of the approximately $54 
million in operating budgets that are 
not fixed costs, such as debt pay- 
ments or contract salaries. 

Stapcezynski says the reason the 
town is seeking a debt exclusion just 
one year after the safety-center pro- 
ject was approved is because Finance 
Committee members and a special 
task force have looked at budget 
numbers facing the town in the com- 
ing years. 

“What we weren’t sure of last year 
was the (proposed new) schools 
impact on the budget,” says Stapezyn- 
ski. “We knew the location and had 
an idea of its size. We didn’t know the 
exact costs we’d be dealing with and 
therefore the operating costs of those 
facilities. I didn’t know we'd be talk- 
ing about $1 million price tag (to run 
the two new schools).” 

Although the specific cuts that a 
“no” vote will cause aren’t known, 
Girdwood argues that the numbers 
show the effects will be significant. 

“What you do know is you have 
some sense of the magnitude,” says 
Girdwood. “You know basically what 
it is, but you don’t know how difficult 
it will be to carve out $1 million.” 

However, some residents argue 
that it shouldn’t be too difficult for 
the town to pare its budget. 

Although Townsman has a long- 
standing policy of not running letters 
about an election in the paper imme- 
diately preceding the election, the 
paper received a number of letters 
arguing both for and against the debt- 
exclusion votes this week. 

One of those against the debt 
exclusions is Joe Madden, of Porter 


Road. 

“I know justifications can always 
be spun as to why this position or 
that position is a ‘must have,’ but 
let’s try to be somewhat realistic 
regarding where the money comes 
from to pay for all this government,” 
says Madden. 

“The selectmen endorsed _ this 
year’s manager’s budget without sig- 
nificant challenge or modification dur- 
ing the recent budget review process. 
Such action is, in my opinion, an aban- 
donment of the town folk they are sup- 
posed to represent and gives the green 
light to even more aggressive budgets 
in the future,” he said. 

“I suggest that it is time to send a 
strong and clear message that, even in 
good times, the hard-working home- 
owners and taxpayers of Andover 
expect and demand a better demon- 
stration of fiscal restraint, account- 
ability and down-right responsible 
financial leadership on the part of the 
town manager and selectmen.” 


Two new schools 


The second question on the ballot 
asks residents to approve a Prop. 2: 
debt exclusion to fund $34.4 million 
for two new schools on Cross Street 
and High Plain Road. The state will 
reimburse Andover for 60 percent of 
the cost, and, as they did before the 
last round of school construction in 
1994, supporters say that if the town 
delays its vote, its reimbursement 
could decrease. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach says 
that the students who need the new 
schools are already in the system 
and more are coming. 

Without the two new schools, she 
says that by the time the school year 
begins in September 2002, Andover 
schools will be 362 elementary stu- 
dents and 272 middle-school students 
over its recommended capacity. 

Andover is already using portable 
classrooms, art-on-a-cart and closet 
space to help handle its overcrowd- 
ing. But Bach says the new schools 
will handle Andover’s population 
growth for at least the next 10 years. 
Officials can only accurately project 
population projections over a 10-year 
period, they say. 


Sidewalks 


Because there are different fac- 
tions opposed to building sidewalks 
with a debt exclusion, many new 
schools supporters wanted the side- 
walks to be separated from the rest of 
the schools project. Selectmen oblig- 
ed by breaking out the $600,000 side- 
walk issue into its own ballot ques- 
tion. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
wanted to keep the two projects 
together, and says both Question 2 
and 3 should be approved. 

“(The sidewalks) are all part of the 
school project and, even though it’s 
not going to be reimbursed at 60 per- 
cent, it’s part of the school,” he says. 

But both Stapezynski and Bach 
say the sidewalks could be funded out 
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of next year’s operating budget 
without having to alter the 
construction schedule 
“There’s no logistical prob- 
lem,” says Stapezynski. “The 


sidewalks are not the first 
thing that’s going to be built 
It's probably something that 
would go in the spring or sum 
mer of 2002.” 


Senior tax relief available from state, town 
Fearing that tax increases possible due to the May 23 votes may 


seem too much to bear for some seniors, state Sen. Susan Tucker has | 
been publicizing a new property tax refund for seniors that will be avail- | 


able in 2001. 


“It kicks in exactly the time the (proposed) tax increase in Andover 
kicks in,” Tucker has said. “There are people who will be paying less 
taxes, because of this provision, even if the schools article passes.” 


Tucker says the state approved the tax credit within last year’s budget | 
because so many Massachusetts seniors have been getting hammered | 
by Proposition 2 1/2 override votes. Throughout the state, house-rich but | 
cash-poor seniors have been faced with the choice of choosing between 
providing services for their towns and securing their own well-being. 

‘The central focus was the recognition that the property tax has | 
become the most burdensome tax to low-income seniors,” she says. 

Tucker does not have figures specifying how many Andover seniors | 
can take advantage of the state circuit breaker. 

But Andover homeowners will be eligible for the refund if they are at | 
least 65 and their total property taxes and half of their water and sewer | 
charges exceed 10 percent of their income. They must also make no | 
more than $40,000 per year if they are singles filers, $50,000 if they are 
heads of household or $60,000 if they’re joint filers. 

Seniors with homes valued at more than $400,000 would not be eligi- | 


ble for the tax break. 


Residents should not call town offices about the tax break, as it is a | 


state-funded credit. 


It will begin in the 2001 tax year at $375, and increase to $750 for | 
2002, says Tucker. Eligibility and payouts will be adjusted each year to 


keep pace with inflation, she says. 


Andover seniors can earn an additional $500 per year tax break by | 
participating in Andover’s senior voucher program. 
This town program allows seniors to earn a $500 property tax credit | 


for working 100 hours for the town. 


There is a mandatory meeting for those interested in this town pro- 
gram, on Wednesday, June 7 at the senior center, from 1:30 to 2:30 p.m.

Stapczynski is signed

Selectmen and Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
have signed a new five-year 
contract that will begin 
June 5 and pay a first-year 
salary of $103,000. 

While the five-year con- 
tract is the third signed by 
Stapcezynski, Selectman 
Lori Becker says it differs 
significantly from previous 
contracts in at least one 
way. How the town manag- 
er’s performance evaluation 
will be conducted is specifi- 
cally spelled out within the 
contract. 

“One thing that we have 
now is we have a measure. 
His evaluations are now a 
part of the contract. And 
they’re dated. They weren’t 
before,” says Becker, who 
created the contract work- 
ing with Selectman Mary 
French. 

According to the con- 
tract, by Sept. 1 every year, 
the selectmen and town 
manager must define in 
writing Stapczynski’s goals 


and objectives 


for the year. During the 
year selectmen and the 
town manager “shall meet 
quarterly to review the 
progress of said goals and 
performance objectives.” 

Selectmen will review 
the town manager every 
summer, and “shall provide 
(Stapczynski) with a sum- 
mary written statement of 
the findings of the board in 
July annually, commencing 
in July 2001.” 

Selectmen will decide on 
salary increases for 
Stapezynski based on this 
annual review. 

Other benefits of the job 
include:

Schools will use agency to fill OT jobs

Andover’s occupational therapists — the people 
who help special needs and learning disabled chil- 
dren to learn — were told last week they will not 
be rehired by the Andover schools next year as 
contract employees. 

Instead, Andover has decided to use an agency 
to provide these services. 

The therapists were informed of the system's 
decision late last week. 

“My reaction was just being dumb-founded. | 
never expected, after seven years of employment, 
for something like this to happen,” says Anne- 
Marie Rance, a West Elementary occupational 
therapist. 

“Me ny of the children I've known since kinder- 
garten,” she says. “I think of myself as a fixture 
over there.” 

Although therapists say they feel they were 
fired, Superintendent Claudia Bach says she 
expects that the agency will try to rehire 
Andover’s current occupational therapists to do 
the job. 

“We don’t anticipate that there would be any-

one losing a job,” she says. “(Current workers are) 
first in line because this agency needs people to fill 
those slots. Nobody should lose a position in this.” 

But at least some therapists are concerned 
about the school system’s apparent cost- -Savings 
decision. 

“They never said we were guaranteed a posi- 
tion,” says Gina McCullough, occupational thera- 
pist at South and West elementary schools. “It was 
basically a mass firing. If it was not, then it would 
have gone on as usual, with renewing our con- 
tracts, as they have done every other year.’ 

Rance says she expects that if the agency 
rehires the existing therapists, they will see a cut 
in pay. 

“We've worked for agencies befor e, almost all of 
us. and there’s a middle man to pay,” says Rance. 

McCullough says she expects some ther apists 
will leave Andover because they do not want to 
work for an agency. 

“We're doing what a number of other communi- 
ties are doing, which is having (OT serv ices) over- 
seen by an outside agency,” says Bach.

Morris views Fiona Range as a depar- 
ture from her other books, although she 
admits with a laugh, “I’m being told it 


isn't.” 
Perhaps this is because, like her 
other books, Fiona Range is set in 


small-town New England and focuses 
on the relationships of a family and the 
community around it. 

It is the story of 30-year-old Fiona’s 
struggle to turn her life around, after 
waking up next to a man with whom 
she does not remember coming home. 

Raised by her well-to-do aunt and 
uncle after her mother abandoned her, 
Fiona’s history of poor choices and 
rebelliousness has made her an outcast 
in her successful family and within her 
community. Determined to find some- 
where she belongs, she attempts to 
develop relationships with Patrick 
Grange, a violent Vietnam vet who is 
rumored to be her father, and with her 
cousin’s ex-boyfriend. 

Morris says that once she started 


thinking about Fiona, “She w 
complete character. 
instantly.” 

“She’s very human, very ordinary,” 
Morris continues. “She never fully felt 
accepted.” Perhaps this is why early 
readers have responded so well to her. 

For instance, Carolyn Kubisz of 
Booklist writes, “Morris creates a won- 
derful character in Fiona — a woman 
who is strong yet vulnerable, indepen- 
dent yet uncertain, determined yet 
directionless, and with enough sass 
and flaws to make her truly likable.” 

“(Fiona Range) has a more general 
appeal than my other books,” says Mor- 
ris who believes it is easier to read 
than her first three books because the 
circumstances, although often trouble- 
some, are easy to relate to. 

Morris already enjoys a resume full 
of accolades.

She admits she was 
grateful to get back to writing when the 
Oprah-related buzz settled down. 

Amid reports that readers have been 
anxiously awaiting Fiona Range, Mor- 
ris insists she has not felt any outside 
pressure over its release. She says with 
a smile that the only pressure she has 
felt, was self-inflicted. Morris’ hope for 
Fiona Range, as with all her books, is 
“Always, that it’s well-received, read 
and enjoyed.”

A REAL KNOCKOUT 

A permanent tooth that has been completely knocked out 
of its socket may suffer damage to the nerves, blood supply, 
and underlying bone. Successful replantation of the tooth 
often depends on how long the tooth has been outside the 
mouth. Teeth that are set back into place within 30 minutes of 
being knocked out usually have the best chance of surviving. 
Thus. there is every reason to act quickly. Pick up the avulsed 
(knocked out) tooth by the crown and gently rise it in milk (or 
water), if soiled. Then, gently insert the tooth back in its socket 
and hold it firmly in place. If replanting 's not possible, place 
the tooth in milk and proceed to the dentist. 

Timely attention can mean the difference between saving 
and losing a knocked out or damaged tooth. If your smile Is 
threatened by trauma or decay, make an appointment for 
dental care today. Keep in mind too that the best time to first 
meet your dentist is before an emergency occurs. New 
patients are always welcome here at our Office, where we also 
provide emergency care as promptly as possible.

“Americans love to 
grill, especially dur- 
ing the summer,’’says 
David Oliver, execu- 
tive director of 
Lowe’s home safety 
council.

salads. Add protein and vegetables to 

a simple potato, pasta or greens-based 
salad and you have a meal. Grated or cubed 
cheeses or canned fish like salmon, tuna, crab 
and shrimp are perfect choices. 


Check out the supermarket produce aisle or 
your favorite roadside stand for the season's 
best produce - from artichokes to zucchini. 
Marinated products like canned olives, pickles 
or pimientos add extra zest, color and intense 
flavor. Seasoning blends take the guesswork 
out of a trip to the spice rack. 

The following salad recipes feature some 
variations on old favorites, as well as some 
new ideas for light main dish salads that 
require minimal cooking -— perfect for a sum- 
mer meal. 


Salad bites 

Wash greens thoroughly. Place them in a 
sink filled with lukewarm water and swish 
around; tepid water helps to remove the grit 
faster than cool water. Remove any roots and 
stems from the greens, if necessary. Whirl in a 
salad spinner or pat dry in paper towels. 

Canned fish is a great source of protein, cal- 
cium and Omega 3 fatty acids.

Know your greens 

Arugula or rocket salad - A tender, mus- 
tard-flavored green with a bitter flavor is a 
favorite salad ingredient in many European 
countries. It is sold in small bunches which 
should be fresh and bright green. 

Boston/Bibb lettuce —- Also known as But- 
terhead, this head-type lettuce is characterized 
by light green, flexible leaves and a mild flavor. 

Cabbage - Three varieties are common in 
the United States. Green or domestic cabbage 
has a round head and is light green with com- 
pact leaves. Red cabbage has a round head with 
purple-red, compact leaves. It is sweeter than 
domestic cabbage. Savoy cabbage has a round 
to oblong head with loosely compact, crinkled 
leaves. It is a pale green color. 

Iceberg lettuce - Iceberg lettuce is the most 
common lettuce used in the United States. It is 
characterized by compact heads, light green 
color, crisp texture and delicate flavor. 

Leaf lettuce - Leaf lettuce has loosely 
bunched, curly leaves with crisp texture. Both 
green and red leaf lettuces are available. Red 
leaf lettuce is characterized by green leaves 
with red-tinged edges. 

Radicchio — This salad green has a compact 
head consisting of maroon-red leaves with 
white veins. Radicchio flavor is distinct and 
slightly bittersweet. Soak radicchio in cold 
water for 10 minutes for a less intense flavor. 

Romaine lettuce - Used most often in Cae- 
sar Salads, Romaine is a head-type lettuce con- 
sisting of long, loaf-shaped, narrow leaves with 
very crisp texture. 

Spinach - To prepare spinach, wash the 
leaves well; then remove the stems by folding 
each leaf lengthwise along the stem with its 
underside facing you and pull the stem down 
as close to the leaf tip as possible.

SALEM, Va. (AP) - 
Mac Johnson, dean of 
students at Roanoke 
College and leader of 
its outdoor adventure 
program, offers novice 
hikers some tips to 
avoid problems _ that 
could mar your enjoy- 
ment of the outing: 

* Trial walks. Don’t 
go off on a long hike 
without getting your- 
self into condition. 
“Backpacking is a rig- 
orous physical activi- 
ty,” Johnson says. 

“Frequent hikes of 
five to seven miles are 
a good way to prepare. 
The best conditioning 
exercise is to day-hike 
carrying a full back- 
pack. This gets your 
body, especially shoul- 
ders, hips, knees, 
ankles and feet, condi- 
tioned to carrying the 
extra weight of back- 
packing.” 

- Wear comfortable, 
well-fitting shoes. 
“Blisters are the most 
common problems for 
beginners,” he says. 
Cross-trainers or run- 
ning shoes are fine for 
warmer weather if you 
don’t need ankle sup- 
port. “Avoid buying 
new boots right before 
a backpack trip,” he 
adds. 

Also, clip your toe- 
nails three or four days 
before a trip. “Long 
nails can jam against 
the inside of your boots 
while you’re descend- 
ing ... ouch!” Johnson 
also recommends tap- 
ing foot areas prone to 
blisters beforehand. 
“Once you're hiking, 
stop at the first sign of 
a potential blister, and 
treat.” 

- Know what and 
how to pack. “Keep 
your pack weight to 
one-fourth of your body 
weight or less. Too 
much weight, like blis- 
ters, can spoil a trip.” 

Johnson advises 
keeping those things 
you might need in a 
hurry — such as a rain 
parka — at the top of the 
pack for easy accessi- 
bility. “You don’t want 
to have to take a lot of 
gear out of your pack 
while it’s raining to get 
something you need.” 

Tuck trail snacks 
like granola, dried fruit 
and nuts into your out- 
side pockets so you can 
get to them quickly. 
Plan on carrying at 
least a quart of water. 


- Your pack should 
include a first-aid kit 
with an_ instruction 
manual. Contents will 
be surgical gloves, 
moleskin or foam, 
waterproof bandages 
and pads, gauze, tape, 
swabs, _ anti-inflama- 
tion medication, 
Tylenol, Benadryl, cor- 
tisone cream for bites 
and itches, anti-bacteri- 
al cream, anti-fungal 
cream,hydrogen perox- 
ide, Imodium for diar- 
rhea, tweezers, and 
folding scissors. 


+ Wear appropriate 
clothing. “Avoid cotton 
because it’s a poor 
insulator, dries slowly, 
and when wet, cools 
the body by wicking 
away heat,” says John- 
son. Instead, choose 
synthetic fabrics such 
as polypropylene, Cool- 
Max, Polarfleece, 
nylons or wool, which 
are good insulators and 
wick away moisture. 

“Wear a good base 
layer of a_ T-shirt, 
shorts and socks. Don 
additional layers on 


the trail as needed. 
Keep rain gear and 
warmer clothes within 
reach,” Johnson says, 
noting that even in 
warm weather you 
could get 
you've been hiking

“By the end of 
1999, I was talking to Tom Kiley and 
signing a lease. So here I am.” 

Ripa Jeweler’s opened its Andover 
location May 3, but builds on a long 
family history. 

Ripa’s father, also named Jacob, 
started the business in 1949 in north- 
eastern Pennsylvania in a 200-square- 
foot rental space. The store later moved 
in a larger space, a 855-square-foot 
area, before moving into a 3,000-square- 
foot building, coincidentally, the site of 
a former bank in Hazleton, Pa. 

Ripa said he learned the jewelry and 
customer-service business from his 
father. The elder Ripa began as a 
watchmaker and today continues his 
craft in the store’s Pennsylvania loca- 
tion. “He’s the mechanical one,” said 
Ripa. “He makes parts for watches, 
usually antique pieces that are hard to 
find.” 

For the younger Ripa, the store is 
where he grew up. “I started when I 
was 13 years old, engraving, and I fell

in love with the business,” he said. 

He said his service includes assist- 
ing clients in creating their own jewel- 
ry. Armed with only the customer’s 
wishes, Ripa Jeweler’s designer 
Patrick Beattie can sketch a design for 
the client’s approval, said Ripa. The 
sketch is then turned into a wax mold, 
allowing the customer to see a model 
of the piece. Then, the piece can be 
created in white or yellow gold — 14 or 
18 karat — or even in platinum. 

The increasingly popular platinum 
offers more durability and strength 
than gold, according to Ripa, providing 
a longer life for the piece of jewelry. 

“Most platinum holds up so much 
longer than gold,” he said. “It becomes 


an heirloom. You wear something 
your children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren can wear. You 
create a piece of family history. The 
piece typically outlives the jeweler.” 

But the strength of platinum pre- 
sents an obstacle when it comes to cre- 
ating jewelry. The metal requires 
3,400-degree heat before melting, said 
Ripa, while gold melts at 1,400 degrees. 

The next move for Jake Ripa could 
be Atlantic City. He is discussing a 
partnership that would bring his jew- 
elry store to Caeser’s Palace. “But 
that’s down the road,” he said. 

Ripa Jeweler’s in Andover is open 
Monday through Saturday, 10 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m. and until 7 p.m. on Thursday.

AHS Roundup: Baseball team posts win over Lowell

Senior Pete Hughes and sophomore 
Andy Chiaraluce, the No. 1 doubles team on 
the Andover High boys tennis squad, regis- 
tered a pair of gritty come-from-behind vic- 
tories last weekend in Lexington to move 
within three wins of a state title. 

Hughes and Chiaraluce won their North 
Sectional quarterfinal and semifinal round 
matches, the semi a three-setter, to advance 
to the North Sectional Individual Champi- 
onships final scheduled this Saturday at 
9:30 a.m. in Lexington. 

Hughes and Chiaraluce, the first AHS 
boys tennis players since No. 1 singles Jeff 
Hechemy in the late 1980s to reach a North 
title match, defeated Boston Latin’s top 
team of Anthony Hamad and Jeremy Jack- 
son 6-4, 7-5 in the quarterfinals.

In the semifinals the locals edged Ted Sil- 
verman and Scott Gordon, No. 1 doubles for 
undefeated Dual County League leader Lin- 
coln-Sudbury, by a tight 7-5, 3-6, 7-5 score. 

Hughes and Chiaraluce trailed Hamad 
and Jackson, 5-2, in the second set of the 
quarterfinal before rallying to win the next 
five games to close out the match. 

In the decisive third set of the semifinal, 
Hughes and Chiaraluce were down 5-3 
before capturing four straight games to 
send the L-S pair packing.

“Pete and Andy have blended well as a 
team in the two years they’ve been togeth- 
er,” said AHS coach Mike Wartman.
